' France today denounced Communist per- 
secution of people and groups attempting 
to monitor the human rights provisions of 
the 1975 Helsinki Accords. - 

The first major power to address the 
Belgrade follow-up conference, France 
said detente “cannot be restricted, to the 
improvement of official relations.’' 

“The free exercise by man of his rights 
is part of the common European heritage,” 
French delegate Andre Bettencourt told 
the 33-natjon conference, 1 
"Why is it necessary to see individuals' 
or groups of individuals ill-treated and per- 
secuted because they undertook the task of 
monitoring the application of the final act 
of the (Helsinki) security conference?" 
Bettencourt asked, 

Bettencourt was referring to groups in 
the Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia and other 
East bloc countries that attempted to 
"monitor” their governments’ application 
of the Helsinki accords — and suffered 
harassment and, in some cases, imprison- 
ment. . . . ') 

, France also wants an end to ethnic and 
religious discrimination, Bettencourt said. 
But he carefully avoided naming the Soviet 
bloc ot individual countries. 

Bettencourt said that governments can- 
not cover up their failure to implement the 
Helsinki accords by claiming that critics 
are interfering in their domestic affairs — 
the standard Communist argument. 

The first open dispute in the three-day- 


old meeting erupted when Greece accused 
Turkey of violating the entire Helsinki pact 
by its occupation of northern Cyprus. 

Greek Ambassador Miltiades Delivanos 
told the conference that in the case of 
Cyprus, “All the’ provisions of the final act 
— and I emphasize all — have been ignored 
with a persistence and consistency that 
bettay a blunt insensitivity to the im- 
peratives of detente." Turkish troops have 
occupied about 4J per cent of Cyprus since 

Turkish delegate Ozdemir Benler said 
the Greek allegations were "devoid of any 
foundation.” . 

Big power speakers at Thursday’s after- 
noon session were to include the Soviet Un- 
ion, Britain and the United States, with the 
U.S. ready to condemn the Soviet human 
rights record in blunt terms.

WASHINGTON (UP!) - Wholesale 
prices rose 0.5. per cent in September, the 
Labor Department reported today, It was 
the largest increase since April and a 
signal that summer-long stability in the 
inflation rate may be nearing an end- 

Prices paid to farmers for their products 
fell O.a per cent, the fifth consecutive 
monthly decline. But that dip was con- 
siderably less that a 4.‘3 per cent drop in 
August farm prices. ‘ 

. Of more concern to administration 
economists was an 0.8 per cent rise in the 
closely watched industrial price index, the 
, biggest|ump in that category since OC- 

Tbe overall September increase was in 
contrast to the summer months of June, 
July ap# August when wholesale prices 
turned iij their best' performance for any 
three-month period since the first quarter 
of 1975. in that 9dday period, the index 
declined a( a 2.9 per cent annual rate 
despite a 0.1 per cent increase in August. 

The 0.5 pef cent climb in September was 
the largest since a 1.1 per cent increase last 
April. . ■

Senate quits 
energy effort 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
Finance Committee voted today to kill foe 
last of President Carter’s major energy tax 
increases 3s part of a Democratic strategy 
to strip the bill bare so it can get past the 
Senate. 

The strategy, developed by Committee 
Chairman Russell Long, D-La., is to buck 
the entire energy tax question into an even- 
tual House-Senate conference committee 
-where a new energy tax plan could be 
written almost from scratch. 

The strategy was a parliamentary 
maneuver to kilt Carter’s energy tax plan 
in the Senate in hopes that some of it can be 
revived in negotiations with foe House - 
which approved much of foe Carter plan. 

The committee voted 13-4 to kjll the in ; 
dustrial users’ tax, which was intended to 
penalize industry and utilities which use oil 
and gas rather than switching to c6ai or 
nuclear power. 

Long, backed by alt foe committee 
Democrats, said there was little chance 
the committee would vote any tax in- 
crease. r *’ 


Turner on CIA: fewer 
secrets, better control

ATLANTA (UPI) - CIA Director 
Stansfield Turner said today that repeated 
leaks of secret information to foe news 
media has spread a "nervousness” among 
foreign intelligence contacts who fear 
exposure if they work .with his agency. 

. , "Foreign countries are disturbed most 
by leaks in the news media," Turner said in 
a speech . to the Atlanta City Forum. 

. "We’re doing all we can to close those 
leaks." . 

Turner said foe CIA is "declassifying all 
■ that we can declassify” so that only impor- 
tant information is kept secret, and 
"tightening the noose” on genuine secrets. 

He said since taking over foe CIA te 
March, "I haven't seen any substantial 
reduction, (in willingness to talk among 
foreign contacts) but I’ve seen some ner- 
vousness.” 

Turner said CIA morale had been hurt by 
recent revelations of clandestine ac- . 
tlvities, but "I’m convinced we have turned 
the corner on that,” 

He said the agency is beginning to at- 
tract recruits again, and was makinga con- 
scious public relations effort - with his 
Atlanta speech part of that effort, ■ 
Turner said there is a threat of “adop- 
ting intelligence by timidity” - taking the 
information that is easiest to get, rather 
than the most important - and that “we 
have a danger of leaks.” 


Turner said foe ClA does not investigate 
foe congressmen overseeing its opera- 
tions, but has had the FBI run background 
checks on committee staff members with 
access to CIA documents.
